An evening cotemporary which has 


tlie reputation of being influenced by 
some of the special 
franchise 
owners 


of the city, attempts to make 
a point 


against Mr. Beaudry through his op- 
position 
to tho enforcement 
of the 


rigid measures 
proposed by the Health 


Officer. 
There are but few people in 


this city who will not read the report 
of the Council proceedings 
and 
those 


who do, need 
not be told that 
Mr. 


Beaudry did not oppose a reasonable 
degree ofenergy in the way of abating 
the many nuisances that exist in the 
city. 
His position 
was that we 
are 


not in a condition to enforce 
the rigid 


declpline that is a necessity 
in large 


cities. 
There have been 
no rules of 


this nature 
obeyed 
in Los Angeles 


heretofore,and 
Mr. Beaudry believes 


that the sudden enforcement ofthe ex« 
treme measures 
proposed 
by the 
late 


Health Officer would work inconve- 
nience if not serious loss to many citi- 
zens. 
He is, no doubt, as much in 


favor ofkeeping 
the city cleansed 
as 


aii3' one, but he does not believe in 
the passage 
of resolutions 
and 
ordi- 


nances 
so extremely unreasonable 
in 


their demands 
that 
people 
cannot 


comply with them. 
The Health 
Of- 


ficer reports that he found 
three hun- 


dred and 
sixty single 
and separate 


oases which he calls 
nuisances, 
and 


they mostly on the premises 
of rich 


people. 
This is not complimentary 
to 


that class of our community,and 
tends 


to create an impression 
in the minds 


of unprejudiced 
individuals 
that 
a 


small affair say,for instance, an addled 
egg is sufficient to constitute 
a nui- 


sance In the estimation 
of our very 


rigid and 
somewhat 
exacting, not to 


say slightly tyrannical Health Olficer. 


Stabbed 
in the Back. 


About four months 
ago Mr. John- 


son, of the Santa Babara Press, 
began 


to develop his plan for a more general 
and extensive advertisement 
of South- 


ern California. 
His programme 
em- 


braced that portion of the State known 
as the five southern 
coast 
counties. 


He visited the newspaper 
offices and 


the business 
men of thoie counties, 


and so far as we are informed,the plan 
was universally 
endorsed 
by all?the 


newspapers, 
without 
exception, lend- 


ing their 
influence 
to advance 
the 


scheme. 
Mr. Johnson 
employed 
an 


eminent photographer?Prof. 
James? 


to travel over the country and take 
photographic views ofthe cities,to\vns, 
groves, vineyards and other places 
of 


importance and interest. 
He was ac- 


companied 
by an able writer?Colonel 


Hodge?who 
carefully compiled 
such 


facts, both statistical and historical, as 
would be useful accompaniments 
to 


the pictures. 
This work was 
done at 


a cost which, Mr. Johnson 
says, 
ap- 


roximated $3,000. 
The remainder 
of 


the plan?how these photographs 
were 


to be engraved 
and 
appear 
in the 


Weekly Press ?how 
the circulation of 


that paper was to be 
increased to at 


least one hundred thousand copies; the 
journey to the East 
and Europe, 
to- 


gether 
with the details of the 
pro- 


gramme, 
we have already laid before 


the readers 
of the Herald, 
and they 


need 
not be recapitulated. 
Encour- 


aged by press and people, Mr. John- 
son went on perfecting his arrange- 
ments and after an exhibition and lec- 
ture in Han Francisco he proceeded 
on 


his way eastward. 
He had hardly 


crossed the Rocky Mountains before a 
number of newspapers that had spoken 
favorably of the enterprise and which 
Mr. Johnson 
had reason 
to believe 


his friends, 
attack 
the 
plan which 


they had partially or wholly endorsed, 
and proceed to prefer charges 
of par- 
tialityand prejudice against him. We 
do not, ofcourse, 
assume 
to know the 


object of these editors, but itis appar- 
ent to all that the effect of their adverse 
comments will be to discourage 
those 


who have promised to aid the scheme 
with 
subscriptions 
and 
prevent 
the 
payment of the larger portion of the 
money. 
This is perhaps the object in 
view. 
Ignoring the purpose, it seems 
unfair 
to attack 
an 
absent 
man. 
It 
looks dishonorable 
to do so when one 
has 
been 
friendly, or 
pretended 
a 
friendship, to his face. 
It is charged, 
and we believe it is the chief charge, 
that 
Mr. Johnson 
exhibited 
more 
views of, and 
said 
more about Santa 
Barbara and Santa 
Barbara county at 
his exhibition in San 
Francisco than 
of any other point. 
We do not know 
how much truth there is in this, but 
we will assume 
it to be true. 
Let it 


he remembered 
that 
Santa 
Barbara 
lias contributed 
perhaps 
three dollars 
where any other place has contributed 
one dollar 
toward carrying out this 
enterprise. 
Wo 
do not believe Mr. 
Johnson willshow a prejudice against 
any one point in the live counties, but 
suppose lie should 
be 
so unwise, and 
by representing 
Santa 
Barbara 
to be 
on oasia?a 
paradise?induce 
fiftyor 
five thousand 
people to go there, how 
childish and silly to set 
up the argu- 
ment that by so doing he willwork an 
injury to Los Angeles or San 
Diego. 
Let the people once get to Santa Bar- 
bara, and they will soon find out for 
themselves 
all about the country?its 
advantages 
and 
disadvantages. 
We 
distinctly remember 
that Mr. John- 
son said ou every occasion that it was 
his purpose to give each 
place promi- 
nence In proportion 
to the assistance 
It gave 
the enterprise. 
There 
is no 
evidence that he has failed to fulfilhis 
promise ln this or any other 
respect, 
and until such evidence is forthcoming 
It is in bad taste to attack him; espe- 
cially so when lie is out of the State.

It 
has 
been 
repre- 


sented to this office that cases 
have 


occurred where bona fide homestead 
and pre-emption 
settlers 
have neces- 


sarily cut timber on land embraced 
in 


their settlements, inclearing the same 
for the purpose 
of cultivation, which 


they have the right to do for that pur- 
pose, as set forth under the 3d head in 
the circular of December 
24, 1866, that 


the timber so cut has been found to be 
in excess of their wants for domestic 
or farming purposes, 
aud 
that 
you 


have held in such 
cases 
that the set- 


tlers were not at liberty to dispose by 
sale ofthe excess 
of timber, even 
al- 


though the alternative 
should be to 


burn or allow itto rot on the premises. 
I have therefore 
to state that in any 


such case the settlers should be allowed 
to dispose of the excess of timber, over 
and 
above 
their wants for domestic 


uses, in such manner as may best sub- 
serve the intorestsof theirsettlements. 
This is to be 
understood, 
however, 
as 


having reference only to cases in which 
you are satisfied 
that the parties are 


acting in good faith as honest settlers; 
that the purpose ofthe cutting was to 
clear the land required for cultivation, 
and 
not sale or speculation, 
it not 


being intended that you should in any 
respect remit or relax your efforts to 
prevent speculators 
from using home- 


stead or pre-emption settlements 
as a 


cover 
for the 
fraudulent 
purpose 
of 


stripping the land of its timber. Very

their final certificates, 
according to 


law. 
If, however, 
there 
should 
be 
any 


"dead" or "fallen"wood on the land,or 
if,in making a clearing for actual 
set- 


tlement or cultivation, there should be 
an excess of timber necessarily 
cut for 


that purpose, 
over and above what is 


needed for domestic 
and farming pur- 


poses, the settler is at liberty to dis- 
pose of such wood 
or excess of timber 


in sue'i manner 
as may best subserve 


the interests of his settlement; 
but he 


must, in any such case, be 
able satis- 


factorily to show that he is acting in 
good faith, residing 
on the land and 


performing 
such acts 
as indicate his 


intention 
to make 
the premises 
his 


permanent establishment, 
and that tlie 


disposal of the timber was done under 
the circumstances 
stated, 
and not for 


spoliation; otherwise, 
he may render 


himself liable to the penalty of that 
oflense, as indicated 
in the circular of 


December

If, however, 
in making a clearing 
for actual settlement 
and cultivation, 


there should 
be an 
excess 
of timber 
necessarily cut for that purpose 
over 
and above what he needs for domestic 
and farming purposes 
named, he is at 
libery to dispose ofsuch excess as may 
best subserve the interests 
of his set- 
tlement, but it must in any such case 
be satisfactorily shown that the party 
is an actual bona fide settler, residing 
on the land and performing such acts 
as indicate his intention 
to make the 
premises his permanentestablishment, 
and that such excess is of the charac- 
ter indicated, and not for speculation; 
otherwise the party has no exemption 
from the penalty 
of spoliation.
